THE JAIL-BREAKERS. 


How They Got Out—Ne Newrot Them 
at Last Accounts. 


The escape of Smith and Mickey and the 
otber lees importent prisoners from the county 
jail, on Monday eveniog, was the main topic 
of conversation throughout the city yesterday, 
How they ececaped was the great wonder, and 
many were tbe comments in reference to it. In 
point of skillfulmess and daring, it was classed 
with the greatest of the exploits of the f&- 
mous Jack Sheppard. The affair was well 
planned and well executed, or else luck was 
on their side, and each of them happened to 
pass out just at the very moment whens no 
one was looking, aod came down a ladder in 
full view of the street, which is always ctowd- 
ed with passers. 

The account of their escape, as published 
yesterday, was incorrect in some particulars, 
being takes while the excitement was at its 
height, and before the real manner of their 
escape bad been discovered. From an exam- 
ination of the premises yesterday, it was evi- 
dent that the principals, at least, had long 
thought over the matter and had fixed upon 
thie particular dime aod manarr in which to 
make the atiempt. When the guards were 
all ealled away to aid in preparing the new 
jail for occupation, the prisoners weal to cell 
No, 6, in the third tier, a cell which was long 
ago cast aside as not ft for ase, end in the 
ceiling of which there wasa narrow aad soft 
flag-stone. This, by some means or other, 
they broke im two, and, one balf holding firm-

ly in ite place, the other half was pusbed up 
into the garret, which is just over this tier of 
eclis, This made an aperture just about big 
enough for a man’s head to go through, 
Through this they crawled and found them- 
selves in the garret, or just under the shingle 
roof, Nothing was left but to crawl through 
the port-holes, and they were upon the 
walls of the old prwon, which neat 
touch the new. Agsinst the wall 
of the new prison stood «tall ladder, which 
had been gsed by the workmen and very care- 
leasly left standing there. Down this the 
whole nine came, in broad daylight, with per- 
£006 passing to and fro, and were not discoy 
ered. They either, theu, went back and 
cimed over a plank feoce into the alley, or 
walked boldiy out into Jefferson street and 
strolled away to be seeu nO more, perhaps 
forever. 

It was currently reported yesterday that 
Smith hed been seen at his father-in-law’, 
house, in suburban California, but the report 
is not authenticated. Aso the seven negroes 
who escaped Jittle has been done so far, the 
two murderers being cogeidered the main 
chance. Large rewards will be Offeréd, and 
they will be as sharp in getting away as they 
were in getting out if they escape for good,
